Three Cole Harbour residents 
have a lucky stroke of timing 
and two brave neighbours to 
thank for escaping a major 
house fire unharmed. 

Jillian Shipley said she saw 
smoke rising from the deck of 
a neighbour’s home just before 
10 a.m. Thursday, and alerted 
her mother. 

“People around here, none 
of us neighbours are ever home 
at this time, and we were all 
home,” said the shaken woman 
as firefighters doused hotspots 
in the ruins of the house at 114 
Maplewood Drive. 

As she watched flames con¬ 
sume the home’s back deck, 
Jillian called 911 while her 
mother, Janet, and another 
neighbour headed for the 
house. 

There were three people 
inside the house, all of whom 
were asleep at the time the fire 
broke out. 

Shipley and John Robicheau 
said they didn’t know whether 
anyone was home, but they 
didn’t leave anything to chance. 

“It was either somebody 
comes to the door, or I’m com¬ 
ing through it,” said Robicheau. 
“So I just banged on the win-

dow and beside the door, and I 
was just about to tiy my shoul¬ 
der into the door and I saw 
somebody coming down the 
hallway, so thank God I didn’t 
have to tiy that.” 

The three young residents 
— two men and a woman — 
politely declined to speak about 
their ordeal, but Jillian said 
she’d been told at least one of 
them awoke to find the flames 


already in her room. 

“While we don’t want 
anyone to put themselves in 
harm’s way ... obviously, that’s 
a job well done, saving people 
from potential and serious 
harm,” said Halifax executive 
fire officer Phil McNulty. 

Although parts of the 
home’s facade and garage 
looked intact, the roof was de¬ 
stroyed and the interior com¬ 


pletely gutted. 

Divisional chief Dave Meld¬ 
rum said at the scene that fire¬ 
fighters were forced to mostly 
fight the fire from the outside 
of the house after the roof was 
compromised. 

Fire investigators spent 


most of the day at the scene, 
but hadn’t determined a cause 
by 5 p.m. 

“They have not complet¬ 
ed their investigation yet,” 
said McNulty, adding there 
are no indications the fire is 
suspicious. 
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Halifax woman. Missing- 
persons case turned over 
to major crime unit 


Police say the missing-persons 
case of a Halifax woman has 
been turned over to its major 
crime unit. 

Earlier this month, Tantal- 
lon RCMP say they received 
a report about the missing 
34-year-old woman, Reita Lou¬ 
ise Jordan, who was last seen 
on March 19 by friends in 
Halifax. She hasn’t been seen 
or heard from since. 

On Thursday, RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Scott Mac- 
Rae confirmed that HRM’s 
integrated major crime unit 
is now looking into the file. 
MacRae said the case is still 
being treated as a missing 
person, however. 

“We have a lot of questions 
still unanswered,” MacRae 
said. 

“We don’t want to specu¬ 
late. Eveiybody wants to lo¬ 
cate Ms. Jordan, but without 
a lot of questions being an¬ 
swered, major crime is going 
to take the file on.” 

MacRae said an area of 
concern is that Jordan hasn’t 
been active on any forms of 
social media since she went 



missing. 

She is described as five- 
foot-six, 123 pounds, with 
medium-length dark hair. 
She usually wears hoop ear¬ 
rings and has a heart-shaped 
tattoo on her left bicep and 
chest, and a tribal tattoo on 
her ankle.

The government would like to 
see a referendum held before 
the provincial portion of the 
HST could be added back into 
essentials like home energy, 
but both opposition parties say 
it’s a non-issue. 

Finance Minister Maureen 
MacDonald proposed the chan¬ 
ges to the Financial Measures 
Act on Thursday in Province 
House, which would also make 
budget measures into law. 

“We’re veiy pleased with 
the fact the first thing our gov¬ 
ernment did was to take the 
HST off electricity and home 
energy, and we believe that to 
change those exemptions Nova 
Scotians should have a say,”

Finance Minister Maureen MacDonald 

MacDonald said to reporters. 

If passed, the act would 
ensure anyone hying to im¬ 
pose the tax hike to energy, 
children’s diapers, feminine 
hygiene products, first-time 
home purchases, or a few other 
things would have to go to the 
public. 

Progressive Conservative 
Leader Jamie Baillie said while 
he supports rebates it would be 
best if the province went one 
step further and provided refer- 
endums on any future increase 
to the HST. 


“Only then would Nova 
Scotia taxpayers feel protect¬ 
ed from political parties that 
promise one thing before the 
election, and then do the op¬ 
posite,” he said. “Clearly the 
government is scrambling be¬ 
cause they have no credibility 
on tax promises again.” 

Liberal Leader Stephen Mc¬ 
Neil said he has no idea why 
the government would choose 
to protect these items through 
a referendum. 

“It’s irrelevant to me. We’re 
not talking about adding HST 
to any of those items, we’ve 
been talking about the issues 
that matter to Nova Scotians, 
like high power rates,” McNeil 
said. 

He added if the referen¬ 
dum was so important to the 
government, they should have 
proposed it in the first financial 
budget act. 

“What they did was all 
about politics, nothing more,” 
McNeil said. “It’s funny, they 
want (Nova Scotians) to have a 
say on issues that no one’s talk¬ 
ing about.”

HRSB. Experts brought 
in to review how board 
handled Parsons case 


The province says two Can¬ 
adian experts have begun 
the review process into how 
the Halifax Regional School 
Board handled the events 
leading up to Rehtaeh Par¬ 
sons’ death. 

On Thursday, the province 
announced Debra Pepler and 
Penny Milton of Ontario will 
begin the review immediately 
and will report their findings 
to minister Marilyn More. 

“We need to take a close 
and sensitive look at the pro¬ 
grams, supports and policies 
we have in place now and 
figure out how to improve 
them,” More said in a press 
release. 

Pepler is a professor of 
psychology at York University 
and has been on the Ontario 
Minister of Education’s Safe 
Schools Action Team since 
2004. 

Milton is former CEO of 
the Canadian Education As¬ 
sociation and a former dep¬ 
uty minister of the Premier’s 
Advisory Council on Health, 
Wellbeing and Social Justice 
in Ontario. 

Milton said a plan hasn’t 
been developed yet but that 
she is coming to Halifax 
“fairly soon” to meet with the 
board as well as the IWK and 
Capital Health. 

“It is such an important 



case, and sad as it is, it pro¬ 
vides an opportunity for 
looking again at how we pro¬ 
vide support,” Milton said by 
phone Thursday. 

She added she feels a real 
commitment to helping teens 
because they’re a “really im¬ 
portant group.” 

“The world for young 
people today is a complex 
place,” Milton said. 

“Their lives are both en¬ 
riched but also sometimes 
made more difficult by the 
access to modern ... technolo¬ 
gies and the social behaviour 
that goes with it.” 

The panel has until June

World fish supply 


Some depleted 
fish stocks may 
never bounce 
back: Study 

The recovery of over- 
exploited fish populations 
such as cod has been 
slower than expected and 
many depleted stocks may 
never be able to bounce 
back, a new study says. 

The study, to be 
published Friday in the 
journal Science, was com¬ 
piled by researchers who 
examined 153 fish and 
invertebrate stocks from 
around the world. 

Most fish species 
are resilient enough to 
recover within a decade if 
swift action is taken to re¬ 
duce pressure on depleted 
stocks, the researchers 
say. 

“But when you don’t 
take action rapidly ... not 
only does it result in a 
much longer potential 
recovery time, but the 
uncertainty as to whether 
recovery will happen at 
all increases exponen¬ 
tially,” said Jeff Hutchings, 
a professor of biology at 
Dalhousie University and 
one of the authors. He 
said that may explain why 
cod hasn’t bounced back.

Waco police Sgt. William 
Patrick Swanton described 
ongoing search-and-rescue 
efforts as “tedious and time- 
consuming,” noting that 
crews had to shore up much 
of the wreckage before go¬ 
ing in. 

Searchers “have not got¬ 
ten to the point of no return 
where they don’t think that 
there’s anybody still alive,” 
Swanton said. He did not 
know how many people had 
been rescued. 

There was no indication 
the blast, which sent up a 
mushroom-shaped plume 
of smoke and left behind a 
crater, was anything other 
than an industrial accident, 
he said. 

The Wednesday-night 
explosion rained burning 
embers and debris down 
on terrified residents. The 
landscape was wrapped in 
acrid smoke and strewn 
with the shattered remains 
of buildings, furniture and 
personal belongings.

Mechanical engineer Jonathan 
Tippett is building a five-metre- 
tall electric-powered walking 
machine, and is trying to raise 
$250,000 in cash and parts in or¬ 
der to complete it by 2014.

Modelling agencies have 
been trying to recruit 
Sweden’s next top catwalk 
talent at the country’s lar¬ 
gest eating-disorder clinic in 
Stockholm, its doctors have 
claimed. 

“We find this absolutely 
reprehensible. They (talent 
scouts) have been standing 
outside our clinic and tiy- 
ing to pick up our girls be¬ 
cause they know that they 
are skinny,” Anna-Maria af 
Sandeberg, chief doctor at 
the Stockholm Center for 
Eating Disorders, told Metro 
recently. 

“It absolutely sends the 
wrong signals when what 
the girls need is treatment,” 
she added. 

The last incident took 
place a year ago, when 
the clinic was forced to stop 
its arrangements for patients 
going outside on walks. 

“The scouts have been 
courting severely ill girls 
aged 14 and 15,” Chris¬ 
tina Lillman-Ringbor, care 


co-ordinator at the clinic, 
said. 

Some patients have a 
body mass index as low as 14. 
For adults, an ideal range is 
between 18.5 and 24.9 BMI, 
which is a measurement of 
a person’s height-to-weight 
ratio. 

The Stockholm Centre for 
Eating Disorders caters at any 
given time to 1,700 patients, 
with a focus on “bringing 
starvation and binge-eating 
and vomiting under control.”

All in the family. When

Food bugs: Report shows 
Campylobacter is on the rise 

U.S. health officials are seeing more food poisonings caused by 
a bacteria commonly linked to raw milk and poultry. A study 
released Thursday by the Centers for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion said Campylobacter cases grew by 14 per cent over the last 
five years. The report was based on foodborne infections in 10 
states, and found that overall, food poisonings held fairly steady 
in recent years. There were no significant jumps in cases from 
most other food bugs, including salmonella — shown above in 
a petri dish — and E. coli. But Campylobacter rose, and last year 
accounted for more than a third of food-poisoning illnesses in 
those states and about one-tenth of the deaths.

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Shops bullish 
on cupcakes 
despite U.S. 
downturn

Don’t wony, the great cup¬ 
cake crash of 2013 hasn’t hit 
Canada. Prominent bakers 
say our cupcake industry is 
better structured than its U.S. 
counterpart and will with¬ 
stand the “cupcake crisis” go¬ 
ing on south of the border. 

“Forget gold, the gourmet- 
cupcake market is crashing,” 
The Wall Street Journal (WSJ) 
declared Wednesday, in an arti¬ 
cle that chronicled the rise and 
fall of the Crumbs Bake Shop 
Inc. stock price. 

At the peak of the U.S. 
cupcake boom in mid-2011. 
Crumbs traded at $13 a share, 
the Journal reported. With 67 
cupcake shops. Crumbs loca¬ 
tions have nearly doubled in 
the last two years. As of Wed¬ 
nesday, it was $1.70 after a pre¬ 
cipitous drop of 34 per cent on 
Friday, in the wake of Crumbs’ 
announcement of falling sales. 

The analysts weighed in. 
The problems are not confined 
to Crumbs, but reflect sector¬ 
wide decline. 

“The novelty has worn off,” 
Kevin Burke, managing part¬ 
ner of investment banking 
firm Trinity Capital LLC, told 
WSJ. 

“It’s a short-term trend 
and we’re starting to see a 
real saturation,” Darren Tris- 
tano, executive vice-president 
at Technomic Inc., a Chicago 
research and consulting firm 
that specializes in the food in- 
dustiy, told WSJ. “Demand is 
flat. And quite frankly, people 
can bake cupcakes.”

None of that fazes cupcake 
baker and owner of Toronto’s 
Dlish shop. Verge Manuel. 

“I think the U.S. market is 
different than what you see 
in Canada,” he said. “They’re 
suffering from over-saturation 
- chain upon chain, selling 
franchises to anyone who can 
put up the money.” 

Business is booming for 
Dlish, which recently opened 
up a second location in To¬ 
ronto’s tony Yorkville neigh¬ 
bourhood, to complement its 
Queen West flagship cupcake 
shop. Manuel plans to open up 
a third location by the end of 
2013. 

Despite getting many of¬ 
fers from people wanting to 
buy a Dlish franchise, Manuel 
has resisted that fast money to 
keep quality high by making 
sure any Dlish cupcake shop 
remains under his control. 

“You have to ask yourself, 
do you want to become the 
McDonald’s of cupcakes?” he 
said. “Our philosophy is freshly 
baked on-site cupcakes.” 

While Crumbs is seeking 
to expand to suburban malls, 
Canadian gourmet cupcake 
shops have been generally con¬ 
fined to upscale and gentrify- 
ing neighbourhoods, so the 
idea that cupcakes in general 
will go down-market when 
chains expand into malls is a 
real concern, he said. 

Jean Blackloclc, owner of 
Prairie Girl Bakery, is planning 
to open her third shop this 
week. She already has a store 
in Toronto’s First Canadian 
Place and said malls are now 
attracting high-end retailers, 
and gourmet cupcakes belong 
there. 

Blackloclc is very familiar 
with Crumbs and believes the 
company’s stock price is only 
a reflection of the expenses 
related to its expansion — not 
a comment on the cupcake in- 
dustiy as a whole. 

“I don’t think cupcakes 
ever were a trend,” she said. 
“They’re individual-sized cakes 
with icing that kids love be¬ 
cause they get to pick their 
own and adults like because 
they can choose their pre¬ 
ferred flavour and size. The 
combination of cake and icing 
has been around for decades 
and will be around for decades 
to come.”

The education should come 
from home, community, and from 
school. We need to tell our girls that 
they are at risk when they drink. We 
need to tell them that their peers 
will take advantage of them, mock 
them, ostracize them, and, yes, even 
rape them.

Pain & Gain. Director 
Michael Bay takes a 
wild true crime tale 
and turns it into a 
darkly funny film

Halfway through his latest 
film, director Michael Bay 
deems it necessary to re¬ 
mind the audience that what 
they’re watching is still based 
on a true story. 

The intertitle comes as 
the story descends into the 
surreal — Dwayne Johnson 
grills human hands, Mark 
Wahlberg hacks up a body in 
Calvin Klein underwear and 
Anthony Maclcie tangles a 


chainsaw in human hair as he 
tries to decapitate a corpse. 

Aside from a few creative 
liberties, everything in Pain 
& Gain did happen in Miami 
in the mid-90s, when a couple 
of bumbling bodybuilders 
came up with a get-rich quick 
scheme that involved kidnap¬ 
ping, extortion and eventu¬ 
ally murder. The real-life 
criminals — Daniel Lugo and 
Noel Doorbal — now sit on 
Florida’s death row. 

Bay pulled the story from 
a three-part crime series by 
Pete Collins that was pub¬ 
lished in the Miami New 
Times in 1999. The series out¬ 
lines the missteps Lugo and 
Doorbal took, from trying to 
return a bloodied chainsaw 
to Home Depot, to failing to 
ensure one of their intended 
victims was actually dead — 
after they blew him up in a 


car and then ran him over 
twice. 

It’s hard to deny the story 
is darkly funny, something 
seemingly pulled from the 
brain of Quentin Tarantino, 
with torture scenes in ware¬ 
houses filled with sex toys. 

But the fact that it’s been 
turned into a crime comedy 
doesn’t sit well with some 
people — including one of 
the victims, Marc Schiller, 
who last week told the Huff- 
ington Post he was “appalled” 
at the film. 

But Bay was expecting 
mixed reactions to the movie. 
“I want people to be conflict¬ 
ed (when they see this film),” 
he says. “I want to show a lot 
of grey areas. When you re¬ 
turn a chainsaw that you’re 
trying to cut a body up with 
— with hair in it — to Home 
Depot, to get a bigger chain¬ 


saw, you don’t think that’s 
kind of funny? It’s not your 
cookie cutter movie.” 

It’s smart stoiytelling, 
according to Johnson, who 
plays a character that was a 
composite of two real men 
who played lesser roles in the 
crimes. “In the beginning you 
want to go on the journey 
with these guys; they’re kind 
of likeable, but at the end, all 
that gets thrown out the win¬ 
dow and you’re happy and 
satisfied that they get pun¬ 
ished,” he says. 

Bay hopes that the movie 
shows crime from the per¬ 
spective of the criminal. 
“(Criminals) sometimes think 
they’re not doing something 
morally bad, or they think 
they deserve (what they’re 
stealing). You really go into 
a criminal’s mind (with this 
movie).” 


Kevin Zegers tries out life in The Colony 


While filming The Colony, 
Kevin Zegers forged a friend¬ 
ship with renowned actor 
Laurence Fishburne over a 
rather unique common bond. 

“He started (in the film 
industry) when he was really 
young too, so without being 
pushy, he was very open to 
talk about how he dealt with 
it all,” said the one-time child 
star (now 28) during a recent 
interview. 

“I still hear from him all the 
time.” 

Zegers has of course ma¬ 
tured from earlier days playing 
opposite a baslcetball-dunldng 
dog in 1997’s Air Bud. In fact, 
the young talent is more rec¬ 
ognized these days for his ac¬ 
claimed work in such award¬ 
winning films as Transamerica 
and his stint on TV’s Gossip 


Girl. 

In The Colony however, 
Zegers has atypically turned to 
sci-fi action, playing opposite 
Fishburne in the apocalyptic 
thriller. Set during a futuristic 
ice age, Zegers leads an outpost 
struggling to survive against an 
onslaught of virus and a man¬ 
iacal mob. 

“That was kind of the 
draw for me going into it,” 
said Zegers of the uncharac¬ 
teristic role. “I just finished 
a six-month period drama 
thing and I kind of wanted 
some fun and (to) run around 
and kick some ass and this 
thing came. Especially with 
Laurence and Bill (Paxton) 
already attached, I thought 
they had sent it to the wrong 
person.”

Thanks to advances in CSI- 
lilce technology, more con¬ 
victs are being released from 
prison early, exonerated by 
DNA evidence. 

“I’m glad to be free,” they 
usually say, “and start my new 
life.” And then what? How do 
they ease back into a world 
that has left them behind? 

That’s the premise of the 
new Sundance Channel series 
Rectify, from a producer of 
Breaking Bad. 

Daniel Holden (Aden 
Young), convicted of raping 
and murdering his teenage 
girlfriend, is freed 19 years 
later, left in the care of his sis¬ 
ter (Abigail Spencer) and wor¬ 
ried mom (J. Smith Cameron). 
Meanwhile, a Senator fights 
to prove he’s guilty. Outside, 
Daniel is as trapped as in. 

The series was shot on lo¬ 
cation in Georgia — in a real 
house, among locals. Creator 
Ray McKinnon was inspired 
to do for the South what Scor¬ 
sese did for New York. 

“I’m not from New York,” 
says the writer/director, best 
known as an actor on Dead- 
wood and Sons of Anarchy, 
“but I knew something about 
‘Mean Streets’ was authentic. 
And as someone from the 
South, I wanted to show the 
third dimension.” 

Every character — from 
Holden to his “hick” brother- 
in-law — is fully developed, far 
from a Deliverance caricature. 
“These are complex people.” 

The new Breaking Bad? 

Rectify is from a producer 
of Breaking Bad, but it’s a 
natural fit on the Sundance 
Channel — it’s languid, with 
dappled sunlight, long silen¬ 
ces and a meditative quality. 
How will it be received, in 
an era of cliffhangers, hooks 
and binge-viewing? “There is 
a bit of a ‘did he do it, did he 
not do it,’ that’s an ongoing 
‘what’s gonna happen?’ But 
ultimately, that’s not what 
the show is about. The show 


is about private lives. And as 
a viewer, I become veiy em- 
pathic because I really care 
about everybody,” says Spen¬ 
cer. “And it’s timely,” she 
adds, mentioning the West 
Memphis Three case. “People 
are spending their lives in 
prison and then getting off 
because of DNA. So it’s for¬ 
eign and yet it’s known.” 
Spencer was a natural fit for 
the sister Amantha — she 
grew up partly in the Redneck 
Riveria of northern Florida. 

Jail time 

McKinnon has spent some 


time in prison — “Mostly 
drinking offenses. 

My 20s were ... a self¬ 
destructive time. Well, teens 
too.” — but nothing com¬ 
pared to Daniel. 

“The time I spent in a jail 
cell was veiy short, so it was 
a completely different experi¬ 
ence. 

“I just remember — there’s 
something about the idea of 
having something that restrict¬ 
ive and how that, in a strange 
way, because of the lack of 
choices, gives you a lack of 
freedom that too many choices 
don’t. This show taps into that.”

Fatherhood. The

After the spectacular success 
of his Christmas album — 
eight times platinum in Can¬ 
ada, thrice in the U.S., a Juno 
award win for album of the 
year — Michael Buble might 
have felt a certain pressure in 
tiying to create a follow-up, 
the sleigh bells ringing in his 
ear turning gradually deafen¬ 
ing. 

Instead, he says he went 
into To Be Loved — out Tues¬ 
day — feeling more blithely 
self-assured than he’d ever 
been in the past, committing 
to a breezy live-off-the-floor 
recording strategy and declin¬ 
ing to polish away the result¬ 
ant small blemishes in his 
production. 

He had the most fun he’s 
had recording an album, he 
says. And the principal reason 
he was so unfettered? He says 
that the news that his wife, 
Argentine model Luisana Lop- 
ilato, was expecting their first 
child made everything else 
seem a little less pressing. 

“I think the whole lack 
of tiying (to top Christmas) 
came from me finding out I 
was having a baby — I think 
when that happened, it made 
me veiy brave,” Buble said 
during a recent chat in To¬ 
ronto. 

“The truth is, really, my 


priorities just flip-flopped, 
and I went: ‘What’s import¬ 
ant to me? My wife’s health. 
My baby’s health. My family. 
And then this record.’ If 
people love it, that’s awe¬ 
some. If they don’t love it? 
You know what, I’ve done 
pretty well. 

“Not that I didn’t care, be¬ 
cause of course I care, but I 
wasn’t insecure.” 

Buble, of course, has been 
provided plenty of reasons 
for such validation within the 
industiy. 

It’s clear he’s not immune 
from the influence of naysay¬ 
ers, whether imagined or not 
— when discussing the Junos, 
he calls it a “thankless job” 
because “no matter how good 
I do, or how funny it is, there 
will be people that just can’t 
stand me” — but the slights

Talking about the road to success he has 
taken 


seem to weigh less on Buble 
now than they did at a more 
diffident stage of his develop¬ 
ment. 

For instance, when asked 
about the dearth of similar- 
minded crooners operating 
on such a large scale, he dis¬ 
agrees and points out that for 
a long time he felt he was in 
close competition with other 
artists intent on cruising 


down the same lane. 

“When I started, I re¬ 
member looking at (man¬ 
ager) Bruce Allen and saying: 
‘Bruce, man, we’re in trouble 
here. We’ve got (Hariy) Con- 
niclc, we’ve got Jamie Cullum, 
we’ve got Matt Dusk, we’ve 
got Peter Cincotti — I’m go¬ 
ing to get buried here.’ He 
used to say, ‘You’ll be the last 
man standing, kid.’” 

So why has Buble suc¬ 
ceeded to an extent that 
others haven’t? 

“Maybe I’m not following 
eveiybody else. I’m not do¬ 
ing the same thing eveiybody 
else does. I’m not just writing 
a song and having the rapper 
rap a thing over it. I’m doing 
something that maybe isn’t 
as commercially accessible 
but is really cool,” he said.
